At Trenton, the train was five minutes 
behind and it shot through the city at 
®-11 without slackening speed. Street 
gates were down and guarded and the 
track cleared and switches spiked. 

At Princeton Junction, the train was 
two minutes behind and making 75 miles 
an hour. This point was passed at 12:18. 
The tremendous speed possible on the 
rail began to tell, and at Monmouth 
Junction, 48 miles from the start, the 
special caught up at 12:25. 

The young aeroplanist, absolutely un- 
known in the field of aviation a year 
ago, was delayed at the start by the 
smashing ‘of a propeller blade but a new 
propeller was quickly fitted to the ma- 
chine and another start made at 7:35 
o’clock. 

Hamilton, puffed out to obese propor- 
tions by a padding of inflated rubber 
automobile tire tubes under his leather 
jacket, made one wide preliminary cir- 
cle over the army reservation before set- 
ting out for his objective point. 

He rose on an easy slant to an al- 
titude of 225 feet and headed off to- 
wards the Jersey Shore, the river and 
harbor craft tooting him a noisy God- 
speed as he flew over the waters of 
the upper bay and the Kill Von Kull. 

The aviator carried letters from Gov. 
Hughes and Mayor Gaynor which he 
intends to deliver to Gov. Stuart and 
Mayor Reyburn in Philedelphia and a 
special message from che New York 
Times to the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
The flight is undertaken under the aus- 
pices of the Times and the Ledger. 

The two papers have contributed a 
purse which is to vary in value, ac- 
cording to what Hamilton is able to 
achieve. The total amount has not 
been made public. . 

Hamilton was on the ground early 
and busied himself with the prepara- 
tions for his flight. He dressed himself 
in a big leather jacket, inside of which 
were five inflated automobile tire tubes, 
intended to act as life preservers should 
the aviator fall into water. 

He exchanged greetings with numerous 
friends and was photographed in his 
grotesque appearing regalia, while 
Gienn H. Curtiss, who was active in 
the assistance of his brother aviator, 
personally inspected Hamilton’s ma- 
chine. 

Just before | 7:10 o'clock Hamilton 
seated himself in his machine and with 
a preliminary whirl of the propeliers 
Ahe machine was let loose. It traveled 
rapidty along the ground, but before it 
had gone a hundred yards and while 
yet In contact with the earth, one of 
the propeller blades struck a_ stake 
which projected six inches above the 
surface. The blade was smashed, and 
the aviator immediately stopped the ma- 
chine. 

In a moment or two mechanicians 
were busy putting a new propeller in 
place. It was the one which Gienn H. 
Curtiss used in his record flight from 
Albany to New York, and fitted the 
machine to perfection. 

Hamilton set the new propeller whirl- 
ing at 7:32 o'clock and after a moment 
or two of experiment, released the ma- 


chine at 7:3 o'clock and rose rapidly

How 300,000 copies of one of its mag- 
azines were “unlawfully” seized and 
confiscated.

35 PERSONS DEAD 
IN MONTREAL FiRt 





RUSHED BY TAN 


Water Reservoir Crashes 
Through Floor as Crowd 
Flees From Flames. 





By Associated Press. 

MONTREAL, June 13.—Bodies of prob- 
ably 35 bindery girls and linotype men 
are buried beneath tons of wrecked ma- 
chinery and debris in the basement of 
the Herald Building in this city, which 
was wrecked by fire today. 

Many met death in slow torture. 
Flames crept slewly upon them as they 
lay helpless and as a rescue party was 
fighting to penetrate the building. 

The victims were swept downwara 
through the building by a huge water 
tank, which plunged from roof to cel- 
lar. 

Almost instantly there was an ex- 
plosion of gas from several gas pipes. 
Flames, fanned by a stiff wind, were 
soon sweeping the upper floors of the 
building. Scores of persons in the edi- 
torial and other departments had to fight 
for their lives through smoke and wreck- 
age. 

The fire department could make little 
headway against the flambs. Cries of 
the buried victims rose over the shouts 
cf the firemen and the crowd which 
quickly gathered. 

Altnough the flames were steadily in- 
creasing, it appeared for a time as if 
some who had been hurled to the base- 
ment might be rescued. The police 
headed a volunteer party which, pro- 
tected by & water curtain formed by 
streams from fire hose, tried to enter the 
building. 

With the opening of the doors the 
groans and cries of those pinned in the 
ruins became more distinct. But inside 
n wall of flame arose. Gradually the 
cries died out. All attempts at rescue 
soon haa to be abandoned.

V1ll make a new man 
out of you after eight or ten treat- 
ments.’ 

“T went back every week, and at each 
visit Dr. Grant. pai@ less and less at- 
tention to me. At the last visit he told 
me gruffly not to come back for @ 
month. I was getting worse, not better, 
and it preyed on my mind. 

“What else could a man do but kill 
him? I didn’t see any other way to get 
even. 

“This morning I took the delivery 
wagon in front of his office and 
drove up and down the block until I 
saw him coming in his automobile. Then 
I drove so as to meet him just as he 
He saw me 
blocking the way, and shouted to me: 
‘Get a move on! Get cut of the way!’ ” 

Words Lead to Shooting.

Ispolatoff Believed by Italian

COMO, June 13.—A part of a man’s 
coat declared by his neighbors to have 
belonged to a Porter Chariton was 
found today in Lake Como from the 
waters of which the body of his mur- 
dered bride, Mary Scott Castle Charl- 
ton, was recovered last Friday. 

The torn garment was fished up from 
the bottom of the lake near the spot 
where the trunk containing the body of 
the woman was found. 

Today’s discovery strengthens the the- 
ory of many that a double murder was 
committed. This is the view of Charlies 
M. Caughy, the American Consul at 
Milan, who believes Charlton met the 
same fate as his wife. Earlier evidence, 
that both of the Americans were killed, 
presumably for their valuables, was 
found in the bedroom at the villa which 
they occupied. 

It is declared that the seven wounds 
found on the woman’s head did not re- 
lease any such quantity of blood as left 
its stains in their lake shore home. 

Russian Retains Composure. 

Constantine Ispolatoff, the chance ac- 
quaintance of the Charlton’s from whom 
they leased the villa, remains in cus- 
tody and is frequently questioned as 
developments furnish the detectives with 
new grounds for inquiry. The Russian 
maintains his self-possession and insists 
that he knows nothing as to how or by 
whom the crime was committed.

TAKEN TOCOURTS) FRIAR LAND DEAL 
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MANILA OFFICIAL 
IS ACCUSED IN A 


Investigation Started Into 
Lease of Big Tracts to 
Executive Secretary.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 13.—Rep- 
resentative Martin of Colorado, today 
introduced a resolution to investigate the 
sale of one of the Philippine ‘‘Friar’’ 
estates to Frank W. Carpenter, the exe- 
cutive secretary of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment, and the lease of 3000 acres of 
public domain to E. L. Worcester, who 
is the nephew of the Philippine Secretary 
of Interior, Dean C. W. Worcester. These 
transactions are disclosed in a report 
filed in the House by the Secretary of 
War on Saturday. The sale and lease 
were made by the director of public 
lands and approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior. Martin charges in his res- 
olution that these transactions “are so 
criminally corrupt and immoral as to 
constitute malfeasance in office upon the 
part of officials involved.” 

Martin said: ‘“‘The sale of the Tala 
Friar estate to the executive secretary 
of Philippine government, is the cap- 
sheaf of official turpitude down to date. 
I have been trying for several months 
to ascertain who got the Tala estate 
und I am not at all surprised now at 
the delay in securing the information. 
Gen. Edwards, Chief of Bureau of Insu- 
lar Affairs, must have known that Car- 
penter had this estate when he answered 
my first resolution of inquiry, but care 
was taken not to give it out. 

“In the report just received, the sale 
of Tala estate to Carpenter is spoken 
of as a lease, the lessee binding himself 
to rent all tne vacant land on the Tala 
estate and all lands now occupied which 
may become vacant. The fact is, ag 
shown by another report in my posses- 
sion, that this was a progressive sale 
of the entire estate. Carpenter gets 
land as fast as the tenants are dispos- 
sessed, and they will go as fast as he 
wants to take it over. 

“Furthermore, unti: such time as the 
final certificate of sale is executed, Car- 
penter pays only 6 cents per acre per 
annum on uncultivated land and only 
30 cents per acre per annum on land 
from which he produces a crop that 
pays him a net profit fixed in the con- 
tract of sale, while the native tenants 
pay $1.17 per acre, hit and miss. How 
does that strike you for a cinch? 

‘‘T have a letter from a former official 
of thewxhiippine Land Office, stating 
that a number of officials in the Interior 
Depariment and Land Office bought for 
ti emselves chvice locations in Baguio, 
the summer capital of the Philippines, 
and at choice prices. ‘tnis summer cap- 
ital is another Philippine grievance, It 
was located up in the mountains for the 
benefit of the Philippine Commission 
and other nigh officials. 

“A million dollars were squandered 
on 40 miles of a wagon road to connect 
Baguio with the railroad. Since then 
they have begun a_ rail connection, * 
which at last accounts had fallen down. 

“All I ask is one day before any fair 
minded committee and if I do not make 
a showing against the administration - 
in the Philippines, such as will warrant 
a searching investigation, I will agree 
to resign from Congress. And the show-

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Under a 


leaden sky, -Charles K. Hamilton, the 
young aviator who has achieved world- 
wide fame in less than a year, this 
morning made the first half of the most 
daring flight of his career, traveling 
in his biplane from Governors Island, 
N. Y¥., to a point in the outskirts of 
Philadelphia, a distance of 86 miles, in 
113 minutes. 

A feature of the achievement of the 
young operator was the ease with which 
he picked up and followed a special 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad. Ac- 
cording to his program, he flew from 
Governors Island to South Elizabeth, N. 
J.. where the train was awaiting his 
appearance. 

Flew Over Princeton Campus, 

Occasionally, with the probable de- 
sire to give variety to his journey, he 
diverged a little. At Princeton, for in- 
stance, he went up near the old college 
town so that the students and graduates 
gathered there for commencement week 
might have a chance to see him. 

At the aviation field, four miles north- 
east from the center of this city, a tre- 
mendous crowd awaited the arrival 
of the daring airman. An almost ideal 
landing cushion composed of tall grass 
growing out of soft ground had been 
selected. 

The field lies to the north of the 
Pennsylvania tracks near North Penn 
Junction and it was surrounded by 500 
policemen to keep back the crowd. Al! 
the mills in the neighborhood were shut 
down and that section of the city took 
a holiday. 

The crowd began gathering at 6 a. m. 
and waited for news of Hamilton's start. 
Finally the signal flags erected on a 
tall pole told of Hamilton’s leaving Govy- 
ernor’s Island and other signals ar- 
ranged by the New York Times and 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, under 
whose auspices Hamilton made the 
journey, kept the crowd informed of 
the aviator’s progress. 

Appears Over Spécial Train. 

A report came that Hamilton had 
crossed into Pennsylvania, and it did 
not seem long before a shout went up 
from the edge of the crowd that Hamil- 
ton was in sight. There he was, high 
in the air, directly over the special 
train. A moment later he was in plain 
view of all, and then a tremendous cheer 
went up. 

Flying steadily, Hamilton rapidly ap- 
proached, and when he was within a 
few yards of the field he swerved rap- 
idly to the’ right and crossed the field. 

The aviator circled the field several 
times and then swooped down. He 
landed easily, and before he could get 
out of his machine the crowd broke 
through the police lines and rushed at 
him. The aviator was, however, quick- 
ly surrounded by a cordon of police.

The ex-President, accompanied by the 
steamer’s captain, inspected the third 
cabin and complimented the captain on 
its comfort and condition. He said if 
was to be hoped that the steerage even- 
tually might be abolished and its place 
be taken by third-class cabins.

Louis are trying to prove to the Public 
Service Commission that their plants are 
extremely valuable, while they are try- 
ing to show the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion and the St. Louis Board of Asses- 
sors that they are comparatively worth- 


less. 
This paradoxical situation results from 


the fact that the utility corporations 
are trying to persuade the Public Serv- 
ice Commission to let them earn divi- 
dends on a very large valuation, while 
they are trying to convince the assess- 
ment boards that they ought not to be 
forced to pay taxes on more than a 
nominal valuation of their properties. 

The United Railways Co. publicly pro- 
claims to investors that its assets are 
worth $110,169,623.67, while at the same 
time it solemnly swears to the State 
Board of Equalization that its entire as- 
sets are worth only $5,826,007.13. It was 
assessed last year at $22,250,000. 

There is a difference of $104,343,616.54 
between its statement to investors and 
its sworn return to the Board of Equal- 
ization. It has not yet made a return 
to the Public Service Commission, which 
will determine the valuation upon which 
it will be allowed to earn dividends. 

Appraising Company’s Pinats. 

The commission is now making an ap- 
praisement of the company’s plants. If 
the United Railways Co. follows the ex- 
ample of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., both of which are owned by 
the North American Co., it soon will be 


taking to prove that the Public Serv- 
ice Commission has greatly under-valued 
its property. 

Members of the Public Service Com- 
mission have declared that it will not 
permit either the United Railways Co. 
of Union Electric to earn dividends on 
watered stock. It probably will take the 
view also that they shall not be allowed 
to earn dividends on their franchises, 
which, however, are heavily taxed by 
the State and city. 

Members of the Polfce Service Com- 
mission have agreed, it is said, that as 
the franchises were gifts fro mthe peo- 
ple to the public service corporations, 


@it is unfair for them to claim the right 


to earn dividends on a franchise valu- 
ation. 

The public service corporations have 
placed very high valuations, for stock, 
bond and dividend purposes, on their 
franchises. 

Union Electric submitted to the 
commission a report, prepared by ex- 
pert accountants, showing that its plant 
and other properties in St. Louis cost 
about $28,000,000. It probably will un- 
dertake to prove that it ought to be 
permitted to earn dividends on about 


_that sum. 


Appraisement Is Greatly Lowered. 

The commission has not made public 
its tentative appraisement of Union 
Electric’s plant, but it is understood 
that it is greatly below tle figures fixed 


™ by the company itself. 


\. The work of the Public Service Com- 
‘gsion probably will furnish the as- 
se “ent boards a new basis upon which 
to .«ake valuations.: Experts declare 
that the State cannot, with justification, 
tax the public service corporations upon 
a greater valuation than it allows them 
to earn dividends upon. On the other 
hand, to be fair to the people, the State 
must tax them something near the val- 
uations fixed by the commission. 
Members of the State Board of Equal- 
ization in Jefferson City told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that they had no ac- 
curate idea of the exact value of the 
property of any public service corpora- 
tion in this State. They declared they 
did not know whether they were as- 
sessed at one-third, one-half or their 


* ull value. 


The figures of the Public Service Com- 
mission will show to the taxing boards 
the exact value of all St. Louls public 
service corporations, except the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., which, owing to 
its State charter, is not subject to city 
regulation. 

It is expected a bill will be Iintro- 


“duced in the next Legislature for the 


creation of a State commission to ex- 
ercise control over the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. If this commission is created, 
it can determine the exact value of the 
property of the gas company. The gas

Commissions in Tight Places. 

If the Public Service Commission takes

WHICH KILLS BOY 


Former Jurist Tells of Acci- 
dent Caused by Howard 
Benoist’s Machine. 








Edward Mewes, 13 years old, of Ball- 
win, St. Louis County, died at 2:30 a. m. 
Monday at St. Luke’s Hospital, from in- 
ternal injuries suffered when he was 


struck by an outomobile in which form- 
er Judge Daniel G. Taylor was a pas- 
senger. The machine was owned and 
driven by Howard Benoist, 493" Zerlin 
avenue. 

The accident occurred Sunday after- 
noon on the Manchester road, two miles 
west of Ballwin. Benoist picked the 
boy up and carried him in his arms in 
the auto to Ballwin, in search of a 
physician. 

Finding no facilities there for an op- 
eration, they drove swiftly to St. Luke's 
Hospital, where Taylor made himself 
responsible for the expense of the boy’s 
treatment. [t is understood that Taylor 
has also undertaken to pay the cost of 
the funeral. 

Inquest to Be Held. 

An inquest will be held Tuesday, and 
in the meantime the police are inves- 
tigating the accident. Benoist could 
not be found, either at his home or his 
office, Monday morning by Post-Dis- 
patch reporters. 

“We left my home at 4 p. m. Sunday,” 
said Taylor to the Post-Dispatch. “A 
chauffeur was with us, but Benoist was 
driving. 

“As we were going slowly up an in- 
cline on the Manchester road near Ball- 
win, we saw a crowd of boys dodging 
in and out among the automobiles. 
found out -afterwards they had been 
doing this all afternoon for sport. They 
were holaing up their hands and calling 
out to the motorists as they passed. 

“As our machine approached behind 
the boys, young Mewes suddenly dart- 
ed out, straight in front of the auto- 
mobile. I de not think the machine 
was more than two feet from him when 
he jumped before it. It looked to me 
as if he were going to show the other 
‘boys how fast he could run by crossing 
ahead of the machine. 

“The automobile hit him, but the 
wheels did not pass over him. I think 
it was the side of the machine which 
struck him.”’ 

The boy was the son of William 
Mewes, a farmer, living on the Ballwin 
road. The body is at the Hetlage un- 
dertaking rooms, awaiting the inquest.

Insists on Control of the In- 
stitution to Which He 
Gave $3,000,000. 





MUST WORK OR. DIE 
Founder Describes Kind of 
Boys He Deems Wor- 
thy of Education. 





David Ranken Jr., who has deeded his 
entire fortune of $3,000,000 to the trades 


school bearing his name, declared ve- 
hemently to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that he would keep the control 
of his property until the day of his 
death. 

“I’ve given away my property,” he 
exclaimed,. “‘but I retain the manage- 
ment of it. I expect the trustees to con- 
sult me at every step. 

“If I didn’t have something to do I'd 
die, because I’ve worked every day of 
my life. I expect to work up to the 
day before I die. I'd be miserable with- 
out something to do!”’ 

When Ranken founded the David Ran- 
ken Jr. School of Mechanical Trades, 
with an endowment of $1,000,000 in 1907, 
he jealously safeguarded his personal 
control of his estate. ‘‘Having devoted 
myself for many years to the accumula- 
tion and management of the property 
herein or hereafter to be conveyed,”” he 
made the condition, ‘‘and being unwilling 
to leave myself without occupation, I 
hereby reserve to myself during my life, 
or until I shall veluntarily relinquish 
it, the management of said property.” 

He stipulated that he should have full 
and absolute power to sell or convey 
any part or all of the property, but 
agreed that the proceeds of any sales or 
reinvestments he might make should ac- 
crue to the school. 

From the income of the estate, the 
philanthropist reserves only $3000 a year 
for his living expenses during his life. 
His residence 1s a little room over a 
grocery store at Fifteenth street and 
Washington avenue. His office in the 
Wainwright Building is the smallest on 
the floor, and the furniture consists of 
a desk, two plain chairs and a table. 
He rides only om street cars. It is cer- 
tain that he will save part of his $3000 
a@ year. 

The new gift to the Ranken Trade 
School, which was announced by the 
Board of Trustees Saturday, makes the 
institution’s endowment larger than that 
of any school in Missouri, except Wash- 
ington University. The Ranken school 
is situated at Cook and Newstead ave- 
nues, and has been in operation for 
@ year. 

Calls Himself Young at 74 

Although he is 74 years old, Ranken 
speaks of himself as ‘“‘a young man,” 
and says he expected to spend many 
more years as financial guide of his 
school. He is tall and straight, his mind 
is acute and alert, and he says he has 
never had a sick day. He uses his 25- 
cent walking stick from habit, rather 
than to support his steps, and spends 
several hours each day walking about 
the downtown streets, from bank to 
bank, on the lookout for some dollar 
which may be lying loose. His bene- 
factions show that he is no miser, but 
he has never been known to lose a pen- 
ny unnecessarily, save for philanthropy. 

He was bern in the County of Lon- 
dond@rry, Ireland, and came to S8t. 
Louis in 1862. His Irish birth is stil! 
apparent in his accent, particularly in 
the use of ‘“‘me”’ for “my,’’ which is 
habitual with him. He made his entire 
fortune in St. Leuis through real estate 
and stock transactions. 

The property deeded to the school cori- 
sists of the Ranken tract in the Mill 
Creek Valley, leased by the Terminal 
Association; real estate in St. Louis 
and East 8t. Louls, and stock in the 
Illinois Central and Rock Island rail- 
roads, and in the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., Mercantile Trust Co., Boat- 
men’s Bank and Merchants-Laclede Na- 
tional Bank. Some financiers value the 
entire estate as high as $3,250,000. 

Although Ranken was never a me- 
chanic himself, he conceived the idea 
many years ago that one of the prob- 
lems of the country is the training of 
artisans. 

“I had been long impressed with the 
fact,” he said, “that too little atten- 
tion is given to the instruction of boys 
in the mechanical trades, and that the 
public schools and other free institutions 
have a tendency to create in the minds 
of the young and of the community a 
prejudice against manual labor, and the 
idea that common work is not respect- 
able. The result is, that a false pride 
often influences boys and young men 
to avoid mechanical trades in which 
they might succeed in order to follow 
pursuits for which they were unfitted 
and branches of business which are 
overcrowded. 

“About seven years ago I went to 
Mayor Wells, with a general outline 
of my plan. He gave me letters to the 
Mayors of Philadelphia and New York, 
where great trades schools are situated. 
I studied these schools one summer, but 
I told the managers I was in no hurry, 
as I was still a young man. (He was 
then 67 years old.) 

“I had planned to start a free school, 
but the Eastern men dissuaded me. 
Their arguments struck me just right. 

“I saw that if a boy paid a small 
amount for his tuition, he would be 
more earnest. If a boy or his folks 
can’t raise the $15 a year tuition at my 
school, he’s no good, and I don’t want 
him. 

Glad He Is Not Noticed. 

“You can publish this, and say it’s 
what Ranker likes best about his 
school. Whéa I go through tie class- 
rooms the bovs don’t even raise their 
heads from th.sir work to look at me. 
They don’t wh.sper: ‘Here’s the old fel- 
low who's done.so much for us; isn't he 
fine looking? or take the other side and 
say: ‘What a useless looking old chap!’

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A ROOSEVELT THIRD PARTY. 

The new party which the president of the 8t. 
Paul Roosevelt Club introduced to the country at 
the dinner in honor of Gifford Pinchot and James 
R. Garfield is to have ag its leaders Col. Roose- 
velt, Mr. Pinchot and Mr. Garfield. 

Possibly none of the three leaders named had 
been consulted in advance about this great dis- 
tinction that was to be thrust upon them; but 
there is no good reason why Col. Roosevelt should 
not have a party of his own if he wants one. Mr.| 
Hearst has a third party and Col. Roosevelt is 
a much more important person than Mr. Hearst. 
For years Mr. Bryan succeeded in making the 
Democratic party his personal organization, and 
Col. Roosevelt is even a more important person 
than Mr. Bryan. 

After Martin Van Buren had been President 
of the United States and had been defeated for 
re-election, he led the new Free Soil party in 1848 
and helped keep his former friend, Lewis Cass, 
out of the White House. In 1856 Millard Fillmore, 
who retired from the presidency in 1853, polled 
874,000 votes as the candidate of the American 
party. If Fremont ‘could have had these votes, 
he probably would have beaten Buchanan. 

A good deal of history of one kind or another 
has been made by third parties; but there has 
been no third party of much consequence since 
1892, when James B. Weaver as the Populist can- 
didate for President polied over a million votes, 
received 22 electoral votes and made Harrison’s 
defeat overwhelming. Since that time the com- 
bined vote of all the various insurgent parties 
has never equaled the Republican majority. 

We readily see how Col. Roosevelt, as the leader 
of a third party, could have “a perfectly corking 
time” for several years. If he did not care for 
the nomination himself, Pinchot and Garfield 
might make an acceptable ticket. Worse candi- 
dates have been nominated, and Mr. Pinchot’s 
speech at St. Paul Saturday night was a better 
political speech than Mr. Roosevelt ever made, 
so far as we recall. It was good, old-fashioned 
Democratic doctrine of the kind that Jefferson, 
Jackson and Tilden used to preach—no balancing 
of phrases to catch both the Western radicals 
and the Wall Street campaign fund contributors, 
but a straightforward protest against privilege 
in government. Mr. Pinchot is a good enough 
Democrat not to waste his energies on a third 
party.

Proposed Reform of Calendar. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I recommend the following reform of the cal- 
endar: 

The division of the year into twelve entire 
and two-half months; all entire months to consist 
of 28 days, and the half-months of 14 days. -The 
first of the two half-months will be placed at 
the end of the first half year, and will be known 
as the “summer halftmonth;” the second half- 
month will follow the last month of the year, 
and will be known as the “winter half-month.” 

The three hundred and fifty-sixth and the leap- 
year’s day will be placed at the end of the 
year, and will be quite independent of the week 
or month, so that these days will neither have 
the name nor the date of a week-day. 

I had at first expressed the idea (which I 
thought quite new) of dividing the year into 13 
months of 28 days each; but it has come to my 
knowledge that this proposal had already been 
advocated by Auguste Comte, the philosopher, 
who died in 1857. After consideration, I would 
advise the above mentioned division as being 
more practical. 

The advantages 
as follows: 

Each day of the week would be in its fixed 
and unchangeable place in the future. 

Each month would begin on the same week. 
day, this also applying to each year, each half- 
year and each quarter of the year. 

This division would make the week and month 
measures of time, because the units “year” and 
“month” would, by this means, become, with an 
insignificant difference, complete multiples, al- 
ways equal, of the time-unit “week,” which is 
not the case at present.

WHEAT PRIGES|s 


Corn and Oats Show Weak- 
ness in Sympathy With 
Leading Grain. 





A heavy decrease in the amount of 
wheat on passage, coupled with smaller 
world’s shipments, made today’s sellers 
in wheat cautious about following Sat- 
urday’s severe decline, even though their 
position was strengthened by unusually 
weak cables and an ideal weather map. 

Shorts covered their lines on the open- 


ing selling, which resulted largely from 
@ weakened marginal position brought 
about by Saturday’s shake-out. After 


, 
that trading was quiet and prices rallied 


above the preceding final figures. 

Commission houses reported no im- 
provement in the outside inquiry, re 
gardiess of the fact that the present 
price range is the lowest on the crop. 

Foreign markets were irregular and 
Liverpool reported large offerings and 
@ poor demand in spite of the smaller 
world’s shipments and heavy decrease 
of wheat on passage, especially from 
the United Kingdom. The Continent 
continues to bid for cargoes of which 
the arrivals are small. 

Liverpool sentiment continues to be 
influenced by the American weakness 
and the very poor demand notwithstand- 
ing the light supplies there. Spot wheat 
abroad continues weak. The Hunga- 
rian report was bearish, officials plac- 
ing the wheat yield at 205,000,000, against 
110,000,000 bushels. last year. 

Liverpool July and September wheat 
closed 1%d lower. Berlin wheat closed. 
%c higher, and Antwerp unchanged. 
Paris close unchanged to Yc higher on 
wheat and Kc lower to %c higher on 
flour. Budapest wheat closed %c higher. 

World’s shipments of wheat this week 
were 8,320,000 bu, against 9,184,000 bu last 
week and 12,064,000 bu last year.

The Canadian wheat visible this week 
is 5,207,000 bu, last week 5,961,000 bu, last

An official Canadian report estimates 
the wheat acreage seeded through Can-| 
ada to be 1,500,000 acres more than ever 
before sown. 

This report counteracted the effect 
of the following wire from Manitoba by 
Expert B. W. Snow: “West Canada 
wheat making poor stand. Cola delayed 
growth. Plant small, off color, a week 
late and below the average. Root good. 
Shortage of reserve moisture Over large 
territory. Recent rains enough for pres- 
ent needs. ‘Will require good weather 
all season for an average crop.’”’ 

Clearances of wheat were 25 000 bu, of 
flour 25,000 bbis., wheat and flour, equal, 
141,000 bu. Minneapolis stocks of wheat 
decreased 100,000 bu in two days. 

The weakness in wheat, a heavy in- 
crease in the visible, cables 1%d lower, 
a slack cash market, favorable weather 
reports and a poor speculative demand, 
were the influences at work in corn.

DOOR ABOLISHED 
BY POPE PIUS X 


Order Also Issued Calling for 
Full Reports Froth Bishops 
of Their Work. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 13.—The latest re- 


form document of Pope Pius X as in- 
terpreted in the Ecclesiastical Review, 
the official organ of thé clergy in this 
country, will do away with the practice 
of collecting a fee at church doors at 
services which now prevails in this and 
other countries. The custom has been 
condemned from time to time by the 
laity of America, but has’ not been 
abolished because it was realized that 
in many parishes there were persons 
who shirked their part of the responsi- 
bility for the support of their churches. 

In his latest document, the Pope says 
this collection savors too much of the 
demanding of money at a place of 
amusement and therefore is not becom- 
ing for the church. The papal docu- 
ment also requires of the bishops a 
statement of the exact use made of the 
money so collected. 

The bull also makes it obligatory upon 
the bishop to make a full report of the 
conditions of things, both temporal and 
spiritual, in their dioceses. They must 
define geographically and nationally 
their jurisdictions. In addition they 
must make reports of the conduct of 
every priest, of his sources of income 
and the use he makes of perequisites. 
The bishop must answer this question 
concerning the priests of the dlocese: 

“Are there any methods which give 
rise to complaints on account of ex- 
orbitant fees demanded at funerals and 
marriages, or on account of the rigor 
with which such fees are exacted?’’
